Tu view of the continued prominence, given 
to ahipping matlers and of tho varied reports 
circnluted regarding tho operation of and recent 
atlitiona to the Morgan Combination, it may 
perbaps not be ont of piace to sean the growth 
of tho relations betwoea this group and the 
German shipping companies. Tha plans which 
have resulted in the’ great American scheme 
have been mataring for years sud have long 
buon known to the pionoers of German shipping 
It goes without saying ‘that the Hamburg- 
Amorica lise aud the North German Lioyd not 
only hold the first place in Gernan sbipping 
circles, but pravtically embrace the whole of the 
German shipping in the North Atlantic. ‘They 
have been the leaders of every forward move- 
ment, frequently in untoward ¢ircumstances, 
and have nérer failed, wilhin the domain ‘of 
Germnn shipping, to havea patriotic regard to 
the public interests. In fact, the country owes, 
the companies no small debt for the atatesman- 
like action taken by them iu the very di ficult 
international questions of ownorship in. mov- 
chant shipping with which they wera confronted 
when the ring of American capitalists repre- 
sented by Mr Morgan, after acquiring contro! 
of one of the greatest productive iutorests of 
the country by means of the Steel Trust, as 
well as of the main liuos of the United States 
railwoy systeum,. last summer bought up the 
Leyland aud White Siar Lives and secured tho 
support of the Amorican Shipping. Company 
and severnl.smatier English lines. The im. 
motiate consequence of these proceedings was 
that the directors of this new combination sought: 


to enter into art angements with other English 


and foreign lines engaged in thy North Atluntic 
trade. The German: public, over-estimuting 
the power of the American capital, Lecame 
soriously alarmed lést the two great Germau 
com panies should vlso.be bought up and rau in 
the interests of American rather than of 


German trade, Somo trifling movemont in tho 
shires of the companies thought by scme to be 
parties to such a-scheme increased the uneasi- 
ness, althoagh ia well-inforwd circles it was 
anderstood that no such vontingency as the saliy 
ton foreigner of apy considerable portion: of 
shares was in the least to be foared. ‘Tho 
public might bave knowao that the companies 
were too fundamentally associated with German 
trade aud German interesty, that ull over tho 
globe ihoir managemont lies in German hands, 
that their highly trained and competent staff of 
officers and men is German, ani that sich an 
orgunisation could not therafore ke snccessfully 
carried on-by any other country. It was 
known -olso thatthe companies command 
capital far moro powerfal than that which 
figures ia the balence-sheets. and one whith no 
tthe combinution ia the world is likely to 
surpus. In coasequonce of the upeisiness 
prevailing .in the country, the compavias.took 
aceusion to uscertain that the Morgan gtoup 


-bad no thought of buying up the former, and 


this information was made known to the pislic ; 
but in order to provide against all fntare eveu- 
tualities and to allay any lack of confidence still 
existing in tho public mind, the: conipsnieas 
intend to éstablish, by statute, that their
